luis only a few years sinve boys 
and girls of rural Canada established 
the first clubs devoted to poultry, calf 
and canning projects. These clubs 
are now numbered by the hundred and 
the membership by the thousand. It 
is not so generally known, however, 
that much of this work was made po 
sible by an act passed by the Domin- 
ion Parliament in 1913, which provid- 
ed ten million dollars for distributign 
among the provinces to finance in- 
atructional work for the benefit of the 
agricultural community. From that 
time the development and spread’ of 
such clubs was very marked, and they 
continue to increase in numbers and 
range of activities year by year. While 
developed under governmental aus- 
pices, rural communities entered into 
the spirit of the thing, subscribing 
money for prizes, and showing theft 
approval by attending the school fairs 
(also of comparatively recent ren | 
at which the livestock and other pro- 
ducts were exhibited. Women’s in- 
stitutes took part; bankers agreed to 
advance to the boys themselves money 
enough to pay for the original live- 
stock purchased; livestock yards, 
meat packing concerns and leading ex 
hibitions took the matter up and of- 
fered inducements to the competitors. 
From the local school fair the exhibits 
and competitions extended to the 
larger exhibitions, and classes are now 
being provided in the prize lists for 
exhibits of pigs, calves nd poultry 
reared by boys and girls, A great 
part of the money devoted to the pur- 
pose by each of the provinces is forth- 
coming from the funds derived under 
the Agricultural Instruction Act and it 
is largely due to the passing of the 
act referred to that the work has 
made such rapid progress. The re- 
sults go a long way to justify the pas- 
sage of the measure. In Manitoba 
this movement has been very” ma- 
terially assisted, and the same is true 
of Saskatchewan and other Western 
Provinces, where, although the devel- 
opment has not been so rapid perhaps 
as in the province first named, it has 
nevertheless been substantial and is 
leading to equally good results’ By 
means of these practical. undertakings 
boys and girls are being developed to 
make tse of their talents and abilities 
in a way that will add to their success 
and usefulness not only on the farm 
but in whatever calling they may 
eventually undertake,

Stone Church Front Moved 


Engineering Feat Was Accomplished 
In Two Days 

An unusual engineering feat, des 
cribed and illustrated in Popular Me- 
chanics for December, was accomplish- 
ed in Buffalo, N.Y., when the entire 
front of a large stone church, the 
Central Presbyterian, was “sliced” off 
and moved forward 30 ft., to the side 
walk. The front contains the main 
the corner-stone, and 
two massive pilasters. The slice wa 
8 ft. thick by 78 ft. wide, and 65 ft. 
high, and weighed approximately 1,000 
tons. Fifteen jack screws, fixed in 
pump logs, were used for the movin:

‘should be kept in closely covered con- 
tainers and small amounts spilled on 
shelves should be cleaned away at 
jonce. The most effective way of rid- 
ding the home of ants is to locate 
‘their nest and pour gasoline or kero- 
sene or carbon bisulphide upon it. If 
the nest cannot be found one may be 
\able to find the cracks through which 
jthe ants come and stuff them with 
' cotton saturated with the oil. 

Kerosene, gasoline and benzine fore- 
ed into the cracks are effective in con- 
trolling bedbugs. It should be ap- 
‘plied about every ten days so that the 
) bugs hatched in the intervening period 
| may be destroyed. 

Fumigating the room with burning 
sulphur is not to be advised, as sul- 
phur bleaches delicate colored wall- 
paper and other decorations such as 
fabrics of curtains, pillows and the 
like. 

Carpet beetles, buffalo bugs and buf- 
falo moths are difficult to exterminate 
‘once they become established. Tack- 
ed down carpet should be taken up, 
| thoroughly beaten out of doors, spray- 
ed with gasoline or benzine, sunned 
jand aired. Repeat the process for 
| Several days. The floors should be 
scrubbed with hot soapsuds and all 
cracks and crevices sprayed with gaso- 
line. 

Closets should be scrubbed and 
treated with gasoline. Hydrocyanic 
acid gas and sulphur fumes are 
most effectual in exterminating car- 
pet beetles. 

Cockroaches or waterbugs are at- 
tracted by dampness, bits of food, 
trash of all kinds, and generally 
careless habits of housewifery. Make 
the place as dry as possible and keep 
all foods in tin or china or glass con- 
}tainers closely covered. It is a mis- 
take to allow food to remain in the 
paper bag in which it comes for so 
short a time as over night. 

To rid the home of these pests scrub 
thoroughly with hot soapsuds and 
when dry sprinkle the powder—sod- 
jium fluorid—into the cracks. It is 
poisonous, so use it with discretion. 
| Fleas often get into rugs and drapes. 
|The flea-infested article should be 
, beaten in the open and then sprayed 
‘with gasoline or benzine and thorough- 
ly sunned and aired. Repeat several 
; times.

The following are the figures of out- 
put with values for the three years 
for the cheese factory of La Societe 
Commerciale D'Albertville, the only 
cheese factory in the province, situ- 
ated twenty miles northeast of Prince 
Albert, which has been in operation: 
1918,-13,573 pounds, value $3,257.25; 
1919, 35,452 pounds, value $11,527; and 
in 1920 the output was 28,367 pounds 
worth $7,790. 

A number of inquiries have been 
received at the dairy branch during 
the year regarding the establishment 
of cheese factories, but it appears 
very doubtful whether, under the con- 
ditions generally existing in this proy- 
ince, an ordinary cheese factory busi- 
ness can survive against the competi- 
tion which must be met,
